Specifications, designed enable collec- 
tors and other customs officials distin- 
guish imported mineral oils which are he'd 
dutiable medicinal preparations be- 
cause they are chiefly used for human in- 
testinal lubrication, have been issued the 
Treasury Department. These specifications 
are exactly those the mono- 
graph liquid petrolatum, although they 
are not identified the typewritten 
copy; hence they are physical specifications 
and have relation whatsoever the 
“doctrine use,” which the government 
was guided ruling that such mineral oil 
dutiable medicinal preparation. All 
the oils which comply physically with the 
requirements can used for other 
than medicinal purposes. large, not the 
larger, part such oils imported used for 
other purposes. The government seems 
have become confused between use and 
physical characteristics. The pharmacopeia 
says that, when article offered for use 
medicine, shall conform certain 
standards. The government attempts 
say that, when article conforms cer- 
tain physical standards, offered for use 
medicine. 

their defense their rather autocratic 
ruling that mineral oil chiefly used hu- 
man intestinal lubricant dutiable under 
the general provision for “all medicinal 
preparations,” the customs officials place 
deal reliance the decision the 
United States Court Customs and Patent 
Appeals (T. 43319) which held that cop- 
per thiocyanate was dutiable medicinal 
preparation rather than entitled free 
entry cyanide salt. That decision jus- 
tifies and supports the “doctrine use,” 
but only the extent comparing for 
greater definiteness two general designa- 
tions, “all cyanide salts” and “all medicinal 
preparations.”

The bureau is in receipt of your letter 
of February 10, 1932, relative to the 
classification of an automobile polish, cov- 
ered by certain entries filed at your port 
between January and April, 1931. 

It appears that it has been the prac- 
tice at your port, and various other ports 
through which the merchandise was im- 
ported, to assess duty at the rate of 25 
percent ad valorem under paragraph 13 
of the tariff act of 1930 as material for 
polishing, not specially provided for. This 
paragraph, however, carries a proviso that 
no preparation containing alcohol shall 
classified for duty under this para- 
graph, and you state that as a result of 
an investigation to determine market 
value and from a subsequent analysis of 
the imported merchandise, you have found 
that the preparation contains approxi- 
mately 8 percent of methyl] alcohol, 

As methyl alcohol is provided for in 
paragraph 4 of the tariff act under the 
heading, “‘‘alcohol,” it is your view that 
the merchandise is dutiable at the rate 
of 20 cents per pound and 25 percent ad 
valorem as an alcoholic compound con- 
taining not more than 20 percent of 
— following the principle of T. D. 
42390. 

In view of the facts developed, you are 
directed to assess duty on merchandise of 
the character under consideration as an 
alcoholic compound, not specially provided 
for, under paragraph 24 of the tariff act 
of 1930, at the appropriate rate provided 
in that paragraph. Inasmuch, however, 
as it appears to be the present practice 
to classify this merchandise under para- 
graph 13 at the rate of 25 percent ad 
valorem, you are directed to impose the 
higher rate only upon such merehandise 
entered for consumption or withdrawn 
from warehouse for consumption after 
thirty days after the publication of this 
letter in the weekly Treasury Decisions.

himself—hence, a low intriguer’; (c)

Oil Permits Public 
Domain Authorized 


Ban Laid 1929 Lifted 
Secretary Wilbur—Unit 
Operation Required 


WASHINGTON, April 1932. 


Prospecting for oil on the public do- 
main, developed, found, the 
basis unit operation, was today au- 
thorized Ray Lyman Wilbur, Secre- 
tary the Interior, making public 
an order issued to the Commissioner 
the General Land Office reopen 
these lands. 

The order the General Land Of- 
fice to receive no further applications 
for permits prospect for oil and gas 
the public domain, and reject 
pending applications, 
March 13, 1929, following an- 
nouncement President Hoover 
the preceding day, that “there will 
complete conservation government 
oil this administration.” 

Plans are under way allow sixty 
days for those who previously had filed 
public lands reapply under the 
new conditions. Regulations govern- 
ing applications for oil and gas pros- 
pecting permits subject unit opera- 
tion were approved Secretary Wil- 
bur today. 

Secretary Wilbur, who has long been 
advocate the unit development 
oil pools, comments follows, 
authorizing the reopening govern- 
ment oil lands, the practical benefits 
unit 

Unit operation of the oil pools offers 
the most substantial, realizable basis yet 
developed for constructive handling of 
oil conservation. Authority to require 
this manner of operation was placed 
within the authority of the department 
by legislation secured in the last session 
of Congress under the leadership of Sen- 
ator Thomas J. Walsh of Montana. It 
now seems wise to open the public do- 
main to oil development under this au- 
thority for requiring unit operation that 
has been given the department. 

Experience in unit operation in Kettle- 
man Hills and in other public land areas 
where oil and gas are being developed 
has demonstrated its feasibility and the 
importance of making it a requisite in 


The words, 


the resumption of prospecting on the 
public domain. In my annual repert, 
published in November, 1931, the state- 


ment was made that “we can look for- 
ward now to an eventual resumption of 
activity on the public lands under sound 
and constructive practices which will 
substitute unit eperation and ratable 
production” for the old conditions of 
Speculation. This proper and economic 
method of oil production is the matter of 
primary importance in the whole scheme 
of the conservation of this vast national 
resource. Its enforcement is now pos- 
sible on vublic lands. 

While there are opportunities for con- 
structive legislation in regard to State 
compacts and proration agreements, if 
the principle of unit operation can be es- 
tablished, that principle will be more 
effective than any other measure in con- 
serving the national resources in oil and 
gas. 

The objective of the plan under which 
prospecting is again permitted will be 
the protection of the corelative rights of 
all permittees, whether large or small, 
through requiring the operation of fields 
as units with a division of the output in 
proportion to holdings. Under the stipu- 
lations that go with the instructions, the 
bona fide prospector will find no dif- 
ficulty, but the speculator will find little 
encouragement. The plan will also in- 
sure that every permittee on a structure 
have an equal opportunity to recover the 
oil and gas underneath his land under 
conditions which will protect the govern- 
ment and will insure against wasteful 
methods and overproduction with its un- 
necessary losses.

Federal Court Enjoins Defendant 
Members Under Sherman 
Antitrust Act 


CHICAGO, Apr. 1932. 

Judge Charles Woodward the 
United States District Court here has 
ordered that the Corn Derivatives In- 
stitute dissolved within thirty days 
and enjoined the defendant 
members the group from forming, 
participating contracting with 
any institute, bureau, association 
similar organization carrying sim- 
ilar practices. The decree was issued 
filed yesterday the 
United States Department Justice, 
and the same time the defendants 
consented the entry the decree.

was alleged that the defendants 
used more than million bushels 
corn annually, and purchased more 
than percent the United States 
production. 

The defendants were required 
abandon the conspiracy, refrain from 
fixing prices, terms, conditions, con- 
cessions, and transportation charges, 
from causing uniform and simultane- 
ous changes prices, from manipu- 
lating prices coerce any manufac- 
turer cooperate, from allotting cus- 
tomers, from agreeing refuse 
quote except accordance with the 
so-called basing point system. 

All the defendants filed answers 
which they denied the charges the 
petition.

Obituaries 
Dr. Wilhelm Ostwald 


Dr. Wilhelm Ostwald, winner the 
Nobel prize for chemistry 1909, dis- 
coverer the modern theory physi- 
cal chemistry, and emeritus dean 
the faculty of chemistry at the Uni- 
versity Leipzig, Germany, died April 
4 at his home in Grossbothen, a town 
near Leipzig. Born Riga, Latvia, 
September 1853, was his sev- 
enty-ninth year. 

Dr. Ostwald studied chemistry and 
physics the University Dorpat, 
intellectual center Livonia, and 
1878 became a decturer in chemistry 
there and four years later was ap- 
pointed professor chemistry the 
Polytechnic School, Riga. While there 
wrote one his outstanding works, 
“Textbook General Chemistry,” and 
the work has been credited with his 
being called 1887 the professor- 
ship chemistry the University 
Leipzig where was provided with 
his own laboratory and spent nineteen 
years intensive research along with 
his teaching activities, and the writing 
numerous works chemistry and 
physics. When retired 1906 
devote his entire time research 
was dean the faculty chemistry 
the university. 1905 was ex- 
change professor Harvard and Co- 
lumbia Universities here, being the 
first German exchange professor 
come the United States. 

achieved distinction 1900 for 
his discovery of a method of oxidizing 
ammonia to form oxides of nitrogen by 
passing a mixture of air and ammonia 
over platinum catalyst, which process 
largely enabled Germany continue 
the manufacture high explosives 
the world war after the Allied blockade 
had become One his most 
recent activities was the development 
new theory colors connection 
with which brought forward some 
theretofore unknown laws. His method 
for oxidizing nitrogen has been put 
use many countries under the name 
the Ostwald-Brauer process for the 
manufacture nitric acid. 

Dr. Ostwald was the recipient 
many honorary degrees, including doc- 
trates from Universities Cambridge, 
Toronto, Liverpool, Halle and Geneva, 
and was member the Danish, Rus- 
sian, Austrian, Dutch and American 
Academies Science.

Tariff Flexibility Scope 
Limited Customs Court 


The President acted beyond the valid 
authority the so-called 
provisions the tariff act, the United 
States Customs Court, Second Divi- 
sion, has ruled, when added, 
NOMNE, galvanized woven wire net- 
ting paragraph 397 and proclaimed 
increased duty this article, The 
court (Judges Fischer, Tilson and Kin- 
cheloe) held, opinion written 
Judge Fischer, that :— 

For Congress to grant authority to the 
Executive to rewrite provisions of the 
tariff law, as embodied in section 336 of 
the tariff act of 1930, known as the 
flexible tariff, is unconstitutional, in that 
it violates sections 1 and 8 of the Con- 


Paragraph 397 provi- 
sion comprising articles composed of 
rare and common metals and not spe- 
cially provided for. The court con- 
ceded that woven wire netting the 
gauges mentioned the presidential 
proclamation, issued February 1931, 
comprised paragraph 397, the 
specific provision paragraph 317 
applying netting made with wire 
different gauges.

If the power to write new paragraphs 
into tariff law may delegated the 
President then by every rule of logic 
Congress may with equal propriety sim- 
ilarly delegate to him the power to write 
new paragraphs into the income tax law, 
classifying the persons and corporations 
required to pay income tax and fixing 
the rate each class shall pay, arranging 
the exemptions therefrom under, say, the 
socialist formula of ability to pay, or 
some other general economic formula. 
There is no logical distinction preventing 
this legal conclusion. There is no legal 
or constitutional distincton between such 
delegation in this or any other tax law. 
No court could consistently hold that the 
kind of delegation here made is consti- 
tutional in tariff laws but not equally so 
in income tax or other Federal tax laws. 

Hence, the decision reached must 


either preserve or destroy the historic 
legal rule declaring intact the division of 
governmental powers as contemplated by 
sections 1 and 8 or Article I of the Con- 
stitution, which vest in Congress, and in 
Congress alone, the legislative and taxing 
power. 

The grave and serious consequences 
above pointed out demonstrate the un- 
constitutionality of the words in section 
336 of the tariff act of 1930 which at- 
tempt to delegate to the President the 
power to classify imported articles for 
taxation by writing new provisions into 
the law. This is true irrespective of the 
particular words used by the President 
in the proclamation before the court. 
Questions constitutional power depend 
on what can be done under the power 
and not upon what was done in the case 
bar. Concede for one moment 
that the President may name in a law 
the person thing taxed, and the 
protection afforded the Constitution 
lost to everybody, not alone to the cus- 
toms taxpayer.

Sugar Industrial Material 


Cox and John Metschel 


The authors described some of their 
studies on the use of cane sugar as a 
raw material in industry. They had 
found that sucrose octa-acetate, which 
was first prepared in 1865, may find a 
useful place in modern lacquers. It is a 
resinous material which, when com- 
pounded with other materials, serves as 
an adhesive. It has also been employed 
in treating paper. Sucrose benzoate, an- 
other compound of sugar that has been 
known for many years, may find similar 
uses. When sugar is treated with hydro- 
chloric acid at a temperature somewhat 
higher than that of boiling water, it is 
converted into acidic substances. One of 
these acids, levulinic acid, was made and 
studied forty years ago. When it is 
properly treated with alcohol, fragrari 
esters are produced, that may find uses 
as solvents in many fields.

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Liquor Prescription Limit 


Removal Asked Congress 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 1932. 

Removal the “pint-in-ten-days” 
restriction the prescribing me- 
dicinal liquors was discussed this week 
before subcommittees both the sen- 
ate and house judiciary committees. 
number bills accomplish this pur- 
pose are before both committees and 
many witnesses submitted much the 
same testimony both groups. 

The bill most discussed was one in- 


troduced jointly Representative 
James Beck, Philadelphia, and 
Emanuel Celler, New York, which 


would amend the prohibition law re- 
moving restrictions the number 
prescriptions physician may write 
year and the amount liquor 
which may administered any one 
patient, and also relieve physicians 
from disclosing the ailments their 
patients when prescribing liquor. 

James Doran, Commissioner 
Industrial Alcohol, and Wood- 
cock, Director Prohibition, testified 
that these bills would not hamper en- 
forcement, provided there was 
amendment giving the two bureaus 
power set regulations under 
which the issuance prescription 
blanks could limited actual needs 
shown physicians. Representative 
Celler expressed his willingness 
amend his bill this regard. 

Brockmeyer, Washington rep- 
resentative the Federal Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, told the com- 
mittee that while the drug trade makes 
little profit from the sale me- 
dicinal liquor and not anxious for 
this business, his organization favors 
such legislation that before the com- 
mittee the ground that would 
eliminate unnecessary danger and an- 
noyance dispensing spirits. 

The Medical Association 
was represented Dr. Wood- 
ward, legislative counsel, and Dr. 
Mayer, chairman the legislative 
committee. They declared that physi- 
cians are willing submit reason- 
able regulations but object the pres- 
ent law which interferes with physi- 
cians’ judgment how much al- 
cohol should prescribed for patients. 
They said that the amount alcohol 
needed varies with the ailment and 
with the individual patient and that 
arbitrary maximum can set. 

Dr. Warren Coleman, speaking for 
the New York Academy Medicine, 
particularly opposed the provision 
the present law requiring physicians 
disclose the ailments their pa- 


tients when prescribing liquor. Dr. 
Coleman also asked removal the ban 
prescribing malt liquors, declaring 
them have valuable food and thera- 
peutic properties which are useful 
many ailments and particularly during 
convalescence.

French Naval Stores Cable 


WASHINGTON, April 1932. 

Cable dated April dispatched the 
consulate at Bordeaux, and made public 
by C,. C. Concannon, chief of the Chemical 
Division of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, reports that the 
French naval stores market in the Landes 
area for the month of March exhibited a 
firm tone.

Argentine Oil Rights 
Are Ordered Restored 


WASHINGTON, April 1932. 


The Supreme Court Argentina, 
according report the Depart- 
ment Commerce, March re- 
stored oil concessions the province 
Salta which were revoked four 
years ago after being held for ten 
years. Concessions were granted 
1918 the Standard Oil Company, 
Compania Petroleos Limitada, 
Compania Petroleos Repub- 
lica, and Compania Lubrificantina. 
They were granted the Interventor 
for the Province Salta, official 
the Federal government, but May 
31, 1928, the concessions were voided 
ground that the Interventor had 
authority grant the concessions. 
The Supreme Court has held this an- 
nuling illegal and declared that 
the Interventor had authority grant 
valid concessions national and in- 
terprovincial questions were issue. 
During the ten-year life the con- 
cessions, the Standard Oil Company 
reported have spent excess 
15,000,000 pesos constructing re- 
finery Embaracion, pipelines, tanks, 
and other facilities, and have re- 
duced the price gasoline Salta. 


For several months there has been 
pending proposal whereby the four 
oil companies would give the province 
Salta percent royalty their 
gross production for period 
years during which time they would 
exempt from all provincial and 


municipal taxes, duties, and fees

The agreement also involves 
stipulation that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany would forego damages pend- 
ing lawsuit against the province. This 
agreement was made with the com- 
pany the Federal Interventor last 
November and was have been rati- 
fied during the 1932 session the 
provincial legislature but was revoked 
the provincial governor Decem- 
ber Later the Federal Minister 
Agriculture entered into further ne- 
gotiations regarding this agreement, 
but the National Petroleum Adminis- 
tration failed approve the action 
and the matter has been pending since.
